be  upheld  in  another  case.  He  used 
it  in  2013*8  United  States  v.  Wind¬ 
sor  case  striking  down  the  federal 
definition  of  marriage.  The  result  was 
a  domino  effect  of  judges  overruling 
voter-approved  marriage  definitions  in 
the  states.  Lawyers  started  using  it  as 
the  basis  for  their  arguments. 

Solicitor  General  Donald  Verrilli 
picked  up  on  it,  and  the  word  “dignity" 
came  up  in  his  opening  statement  or 
behalf  of  the  federal  government  :  “The 
opportunity  to  marry  is  integral  to  hu¬ 
man  dignity.  Excluding  gay  and  lesbian 
couples  from  marriage  demeans  foe  dig¬ 
nity  of  these  couples.  , 

The  problem  is  that  dignity  isn  t  a 
constitutional  concept.  It  s  the  court’s 
job  to  interpret  the  Constitution,  not 
bestow  dignity.  The  court  doesn’t  define 
the  term.  Yet  Kennedy’s  emphasis  on  it 
has  caused  other  judges  to  hold  it  up  as 
a  right,  like  equality  and  liberty. 

ftis  is  new  territory.  If  dignity  is  the 
basis  for  granting  a  new  right,  the  chain 
of  logic  could  allow  any  group  to  claim 
dignity  violations.  Jeffrey  Rosen,  writ¬

“Up  until  now,  if  a  church  needed  cur¬ 
riculum  written  specifically  fr*r  them,  the 
only  real  cwtion  was  to  invest  a  significant 
amount  of  time  and  money  in  producing 
it  themselves,*  said  Michael  Kelley,  direc¬ 
tor  of  Groups  Ministry  at  LifeWay  and 
executive  editor  of  HotneUfe  nagazine. 
Even  for  churches  that  may  ha  ■e  the  re¬ 
sources  to  manage  a  project  of  this  size, 
the  work  often  suffers,  Kelley  said,  “be¬ 
cause  the  church  is  simply  too  pressed  for 
time  in  all  their  areas  of  ministry.* 

To  solve  that  problem,  Kefle  and  oth¬ 
ers  at  LifeWay  developed  SrrallGroup. 
com.  “With  SmallGroup.com,  a  church 
can  have  customized  content  and  still  de¬ 
vote  their  energy  to  other  areas  of  minis¬ 
try,*  Kelley  saia 

The  site  has  more  than  1,200  searchable 
studies  on  400  topics  from  all  66  books  of 
the  Bible.  Kelly  said  if  a  passage  or  topic 
isn’t  available,  SmallGroup.com  users  can 
request  a  specific  study  at  no  additional 
charge  and  a  LifeWay  curriculum  special¬ 
ist  will  contact  them  within  48  hours. 

Users  can  also  add  church-specific 
logos  and  terminology  to  their  Bible 
study  templates. 

Kelley  pointed  to  three  specific  small 
group  approaches  that  were  part  of  the 
development  of  SmaUGroup.com.  The 

helpful  approach  to  churches  that  prefer 
sermon-based  content  Churches  can  cre¬ 
ate  simple,  six-week  campaigns  to  coin¬ 
cide  witn  the  weekend  sermons. 


The  second  type  of  approach  consid¬ 
ered  in  developing  SmallGroup.com  was 
the  long-range  planning  church.  With 
static  curriculum,  churches  are  limited 
in  how  far  ahead  they  can  see  the  small 
group  material.  “A  church  could  plan 
months  and  months  of  Bible  studies  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  own  ministry  trajectory," 
Kelley  said. 

Churches  that  want  to  empower  their 
group  leaders  were  the  thud  type  of 


church  discussed  when  planning  the  re¬ 
source.  ‘At  SmallGroup.com,  a  church 
can  give  every  group  leader  access  to  the 
tool,  allowing  each  group  to  have  their 
own  custom  approacn  to  Bible  study.  All 
the  while,  the  church  staff  can  see  exactly 
what  each  group  is  studying  at  a  given 
time,"  Kelley  said. 

For  churches  interested  in  Small - 
Group.com,  there  is  a  two-week  free  trial. 
Multiple  leaders  and  staff  members  can 


sign  up  for  their  own  trial,  so  several  peo¬ 
ple  within  a  church  can  experience  it  for 
themselves,  Kelley  said. 

He  said  subscriptions  are  intention¬ 
ally  designed  to  be  affordable,  starting 
at  leas  than  $20  per  month.  The  pric¬ 
ing  scale  is  set  by  how  many  group 
members  are  using  the  content  from 
Smal1Group.com,  not  the  total  number 
of  members  or  attendees  at  the  church, 
Kelley  said. 
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Television’s  sexual  violence  against 
children,  teens  setting  off  alarms 


LOS  ANGELES  (BP) -The  Fam¬ 
ily  Guy  animated  comedy  series 
increasingly  jokes  about  sexual 
violence  against  children  and 
teens,  with  nearly  80%  of  all  such 
scenes  in  the  past  three  years  per¬ 
petrated  against  that  population 
group,  a  Parent  Television  Coun¬ 
cil  (PTC)  study  found. 

Jokes  or  humorous  depictions 
of  rape  against  children,  statu¬ 
tory  rape,  molestation,  or  pedo¬ 
philia  included  in  91%  of  the 

series’  scenes  depicting  sexual 
violence  in  the  2014*2015  sea¬ 
son,  up  from  75%  in  2012-2013, 
according  to  the  PTC  study. 

“Why  would  we  ever  want  to 
be  in  the  position  to  laugh  at  hu¬ 
manity’s  worsft]  offenses  against 
children?"  PTC  President  Tim 
Winter  asked  in  a  May  19  press 
release,  "and  at  whose  expense 
are  we  being  asked  to  laugh? 
Our  research  report  should  give 
every  parent  cause  for  ooocem. 
At  a  time  when  nearly  one  in 
three  women  in  America  is  sexu¬ 
ally  abused,  why  would  a  televi¬ 


sion  network  air  a  primetime 
program  that  routinely  asks  us 
to  laugh  at  sexual  violence?" 

On  any  given  Sunday  evening, 
half  a  million  children  watch  the 
series.  Winter  said.  Fox  Broad¬ 
casting,  which  airs  the  series, 
rated  aH  shows  in  the  study  pe¬ 
riod  as  appropriate  viewing  for  a 
14-year-old. 

*AD  of  this  content  aired  in 
the  early  hours  of  primetime, 
when  the  network  knows  that 
millions  of  children  are  watch¬ 
ing  television  We  are  deeply 
troubled  by  the  potential  impact 
to  children  who  may  become  de¬ 
sensitized  to.  or  wno  will  trivi¬ 
alize,  real-life  consequences  of 
such  horrendous  conduct,"  Win¬ 
ter  said.  “Family  Guy  has  been 
given  a  pass  for  too  long,  and  it’s 
time  for  that  to  change. 

The  PTC  will  contact  corpo¬ 
rate  sponsors  of  every  episode 
that  included  jokes  about  raping 
children.  Winter  said. 

“We  hope  our  report  is  a  clar¬ 
ion  call  for  parents  who  are  un¬ 


aware  of  the  troubling  content 
on  Family  Guy,"  he  said.  "We 
call  od  the  Fox-Broadcast  Net¬ 
work  to  cease  using  the  publicly- 
owned  airwaves  to  trivialize  sex¬ 
ual  violence  -  especially  sexual 
violence  against  children.* 

Viewing  such  media  is  harm¬ 
ful  to  children,  giving  them  the 
message  that  sexual  violence  is 
not  offensive,  said  Mary  Anne 
Layden,  a  psychotherapist  and 
director  of  education  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Pennsylvania  Center 
for  Cognitive  Therapy. 

“Media  makers  may  call  what 
they  make  ‘entertainment’  but 
everything  a  child  sees  is  actu¬ 
ally  ‘education’  —  for  better  or 
for  worse.  If  they  (children]  hear 
jokes  about  sexual  violence,  they 
‘learn’  that  sexual  violence  is  not 
much  of  a  problem,  not  much 
of  a  crime,  and  doesn’t  really 
hurt  anyone,"  layden  said  in  the 
press  release. 

“Research  indicates  that  chil¬ 
dren  who  watch  media  with  sex- 
ualized  content  are  more  likely 


to  engage  in  sex  of  all  sorts  and 
to  engage  in  it  earlier  and  suffer 
the  consequences,  whether  it  be 
pregnancy  or  sexually  transmit¬ 
ted  diseases  or  engaging  in  non¬ 
consenting  sex.  Media  makers 
must  take  responsibility  for  the 
outcomes  their  products  pro¬ 
duce  in  children." 

Of  the  21  episodes  from  the 
2014-2015  season  included  in 
the  study  period,  there  were  23 
scenes  containing  some  form  of 
sexual  violence,  21  of  which  were 
jokes  and  humorous  depictions 
regarding  the  sexual  violation  of 
children,  the  PTC  found. 


Writer  and  producer  Cole¬ 
man  Luck,  a  PTC  Advisory 
Board  member,  said  “over  the 
past  decades,  a  kind  of  dark¬ 
ness  has  settled  over  much  of 
the  storytelling  in  American 
television  and  it  is  having  a 
deep  effect  on  the  audience 
In  the  study,  PTC  analyzed 
the  content  of  every  first-run 
Family  Guy  episode  that  aired 
between  Feb.  16,  2012  and  Feb. 
15,  2015,  examining  the  type, 
quantity,  and  graphic  nature 
of  content.  All  of  the  scenes 
aired  between  8:30-9  p.m 
Eastern  Time. 
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We  live  in  a  world  and  a  swirl  of 
communication.  We  talk  on 
our  landlines,  our  cell  phones 
and  occasionally  even  the  people  right 
there  across  from  us.  We  type,  text 
and  Instagram  and  email  all  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  try  to  communicate  with  folks 
and  to  spread  an  idea  or  information. 
Studies  show  that  the  average  person 
only  uses  about  3,000  words  over  and 
over.  They  say  that  it  does  not  matter 
your  educational  level,  that  you  may 
use  more  complicated  words,  more 
sophisticated  words,  more  academic 
words  that  are  in  the  higher  level  of 
understanding,  but  still  you  have  that 
reservoir  of  about  3,000  that  you  keep 
pulling  from.  1  can  see  where  that 
would oe  true. 

The  wise  writer  of  the  Old  Testa¬ 
ment  said  in  Proverbs  25;  1  u  “A  word 
fitly  spoken  is  like  apples  of  gold  in 
pictures  of  silver."  It  is  actually  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  a  platter,  a  dish,  made  of  silver 
in  which  there  were  attractive  apples 
made  of  solid  gold.  If  you  listen  to 
Solomon  long  enough  you  probably 
come  to  understand  that  the  daily 
goal  may  well  be  to  say  words  in  the 
right  place  at  the  right  tim*  with  the 
right  understanding  and  fit  the  right 
need.  A  word  fitly  spoken  is  what  we 
are  all  reaching  for.

To  these  young 
men  and  women  who  had  devoted 
their  lives  in  preparation  to  defend 
our  country  on  tne  front  lines  of  a 
life  and  death  struggle,  he  chose  as 
his  primary  focus  at  their  graduation 
to  speak  on  the  urgency  to  deal  with 
global  warming.  I  m  not  sure  who 
advised  him  of  making  that  his  topic 
but  at  first  glance,  it  seems  to  be  a 
little  bit  out  of  context  with  the  entire 
program  and  situation. 

I  know  what  that  feels  like.  I  am 
not  just  being  critical,  because  it  is  an 
unending  search  to  try  to  find  ap¬ 
propriate  words  for  an  appropriate 
setting  in  a  group.  Thougn  it  has  been 
decades  ago,  I  still  remember  what  I 
did  on  the  Sunday  of  one  of  my  first 
Mother’s  Day  events  as  the  pastor.  In 
the  business  of  life  and  just  preparing 
for  the  next  Sunday  trying  to  come

up  with  some  word  from  the  Lord  for 
our  folks,  1  was  going  to  be  preaching 
on  —  and  really  with  little  thought  for 
the  day  or  the  context  —  the  reality 
of  hell.  1  was  not  a  mother.  My  wife 
was  not  a  mother.  My  mother  was  not 
going  to  be  there.  At  the  moment,  it 
seemed  like  it  would  be  fine,  and  so 
1  did  it.  As  they  say  in  this  day  and 
time,  aiwontdothatagain. 

What  does  it  mean  for  a  word  to  be 
fitly  spoken? 

Well,  for  one  thing  it  means 
that  it  is  appropriate.  Sometimes 
we  say  things  that  are  just  inappro¬ 
priate.  I’m  not  talking  about  using 
foul  language.  I’m  just  talking  about, 
it’s  inappropriate.  We  don’t  intend 
for  it  to  l>e  like  that,  but  it  comes  out 
that  way,  sideways  and  doesn't  fit  the 
place  nor  the  room  nor  the  setting  nor 
the  mood.  However,  a  fitly  spoken 
word  is  appropriate.  When^ou  think 
about  inappropriate  words  f  don’t 
know  that  it  could  be  any  worse  than 
the  young  preacher  who  got  a  call 
about  one  of  his  members  who  was 
at  death’s  door.  The  young  preacher 
jumped  in  his  car,  headed  to  the 
hospital,  rushed  in  the  door,  down  the 
hall,  went  to  the  room,  and  found  that 
his  member  was  still  alive.  He  rushed 
in  and  spoke  to  him  and  said,  "I’m  so 
glad  that  1  got  here  in  time.  I  was  so 
afraid  you  were  going  to  die  before 
I  got  here."  That  is  not  a  word  fitly 
spoken.  Sometimes  the  best  thing 


you  can  contribute  to  a  moment  may 
be  silence. 

The  second  thing  it  means  is 
that  it  is  attractive.  Solomon  in 
his  unique  way  of  raising  the  level  of 
grandeur  said  that  those  words  fitly 
spoken  are  like  gold  apples  in  silver 
platters.  They  are  beautiful,  mean¬ 
ingful,  attractive,  expensive,  of  great 
value.  Strangely,  many  of  us,  maybe 
most  of  ua,  have  a  unique  way  of turn¬ 
ing  words  and  phrases  into  moments 
when  they’re  not  valued,  and  maybe 
not  even  valuable.  People  may  hear 
us  speak  and  shake  their  heads,  but 
it  doesn’t  mean  they  are  blessed  and 
impressed  and  embrace  the  value  of 
what  we  are  saying. 

I  don’t  suppose  that  there’s  any¬ 
body  who  has  been  noted  for  mak¬ 
ing  strange  verbiage  that  just  makes 
you  wonder,  “What  does  that  mean?" 
more  than  Yogi  Berra,  the  Hall  of 
Fame  catcher  for  the  Yankees.  There 
are  books  written  on  Yogi  because  he 
would  say  the  strangest  things  that 
almost  made  sense  But  made  none. 
Speaking  of  baseball,  he  said,  “Ninety 
percent  of  this  game  is  half  mental." 
He  and  some  fnends  going  out  to  eat 
were  talking  about  what  restaurant 
they  would  go  to  and  somebody  sug¬ 
gested  one  and  he  said,  “No  one  eats 
there  anymore;  it’s  too  crowded."  It 
was  Yogi  who  said,  “When  you  come 
to  the  fork  in  the  road,  take  it."  On 
the  other  hand,  there  are  people 


who,  not  just  once  or  twice  but  time 
and  time  again,  have  touched  my  life 
and  made  a  difference  for  people  all 
around  them,  because  they  had  a  car¬ 
ing,  sensitive,  gentle  word  that  was  so 
effective  that  it  was  of  value  to  every¬ 
one  who  heard  it. 

A  third  feature  of  a  fitly  spo¬ 
ken  word  is  that  it  is  acceptable. 
By  that,  I  mean  well-timed  in  the 
appropriate  place  and  the  appropri¬ 
ate  mood.  It  is  not  just  saying  a  right 
thing;  it  is  saying  a  right  thing  at  the 
right  time.  Apparently,  the  wise  King 
Solomon  was  able  to  ao  this  and  obvi¬ 
ously  the  Master  Teacher,  Jesus  Him¬ 
self,  :ould  do  this.  Oh,  that  all  of  us 
woul  1  strive  to  have  a  word  that  could 
be  frjy  spoken.  From  time  to  time  I’ll 
hear  someone  say,  “Well,  I  iust  tell 
it  like  it  is."  Well,  the  problem  with 
that  is  you  may  not  really  know  how 
it  is,  and  the  other  thing  that  needs 
to  be  kept  in  mind  is  that  while  Jesus 
knew  everything  just  like  it  was  and 
how  it  should  be.  He  did  not  iust  pour 
out  commentary  on  peoples’  lives  or 
indiscretions,  wrongdoings,  or  hurtful 
pasts.  To  a  woman  who  was  dragged 
into  the  public  arena  to  be  criticized 
and  threatened  with  death  because  of 
her  actions,  Jesus  wrote  something  on 
the  ground  and  then,  looking  at  the 
mob  that  had  gathered  around  ready 
to  stone  this  lady.  He  said,  “He  that  is 
without  sin  among  you,  let  him  first 
cast  a  stone  at  her  (John  8:7).  Prob¬ 
ably  following  a  quiet  moment,  he  be¬ 
gan  to  hear  the  stones  hit  the  ground 
instead  of  the  woman,  and  one  by  one 
those  who  had  come  to  kill  her  rec¬ 
ognized  their  own  problem  with  sin 
and  they  left.  The  Master  then  said, 
"Woman,  where  are  those  thine  accus¬ 
ers?  hath  no  man  condemned  thee?9 
She  said,  “No  man,  Lord."  Jesus  said 
unto  her,  "Neither  do  I  condemn  thee: 
go,  and  sin  no  more"  (John  8:10-11). 
What  a  word  of  grace  fitly  spoken. 

If  you  want  to  tell  someone  like  it 
is,  tell  them  that  you  care  and  that 
you  love  them  and  that  you’re  praying 
for  them.  God  may  be  able  to  take  it 
and  fit  it  into  the  transformation  of 
someone’s  life  because  you  spoke.

of  a  college  education  has  increased  four 
times  faster  and  higher  than  minimum 
wage  Please  understand  entering  the  on 
going  minimum  wage  debate  ts  not  my 
goal.  Rather  these  figures  serve  to  under 
score  the  reality  that  the  vast  majority  of 
current  (and  future)  students  simply  will  be 
unable  to  afford  a  college  education  regard 
less  of  their  ambition,  initiative,  determina¬ 
tion.  and  work  ethic  unless  they  have  some 
outside  assistance. 

Some  students  have  to  rely  on  outside  as¬ 
sistance  provided  in  the  form  of  student  loans 
According  to  recent  surveys  and  estimates, 
borrowers  in  Mississippi  have  outstand¬ 
ing  student  loan  debt  of  over  $26  000  each 
Concerning  her  student  loan  burden  one 
Mississippi  resident  stated  in  a  recent 
newspaper  article.  I  will  probably  die  with 
student  loan  debt  ' 

fortunately.  I  did  not  have  to  rely  on  stu¬ 
dent  loans  during  my  undergraduate  expen

voluntarily  accept  homosexual 
leaders  before  a  court  forces 
them  to  do  so. 

“Between  internal  chal¬ 
lenges  and  potential  legal 
conflicts,  the  BSA  finds  itself 
in  an  unsustainable  position,” 
Gates  said,  according  to  a 
copy  of  his  prepared  remarks, 
“a  position  that  makes  us  vul¬ 
nerable  to  the  possibility  the 
courts  simply  will  order  us 
at  some  point  to  change  our 
membership  policy.  We  must 
all  understand  that  this  prob¬ 
ably  will  happen  sooner  rath¬ 
er  than  later. 

However,  Gates  said  a  new 
leadership  policy  should  “allow 
all  churches,  which  sponsor 
some  70%  of  our  Scout  units,  to 
establish  leadership  standards 
consistent  with  their  faith.  We 
must,  at  all  costs,  preserve  the 
religious  freedom  of  our  church 
partners  to  do  this.” 

Easley,  pastor  of  Roswell 
Street  Church  in  Marietta, 
Ga.,  questioned  whether  the 
BSA  can  truly  protect  reli¬ 
gious  liberty  for  churches 
with  Scout  troops. 

“Our  religious  liberties  are 
being  stripped  away  state 
by  state,"  Easlev  told  Bap¬ 
tist  Press,  “and  depending 
on  what  the  Supreme  Court 
does  in  the  next  month  or 
so,  it  may  be  the  end  of  reli^v 
gious  liberty  as  this  nation 
has  known  it  historically  so

In  2013,  BSA  voted  to  ap- 

Erove  new  membership  guide- 
nes  stating,  “No  youth  may  be 
denied  membership  in  the  Boy 
Scouts  of  America  on  the  basis 
of  sexual  orientation  or  pref¬ 
erence  alone.”  Previously,  a 
Boy  Scouts  policy  stated,  “Boy 
Scouts  of  America  believes  that 
homosexual  conduct  is  incon¬ 
sistent  with  obligations  in  the 
Scout  Oath  and  Scout  Law  to 
be  morally  straight  and  clean  in 
thought,  word,  and  deed." 

Initially,  BSA  executive 
leadership  planned  to  change 
Scouts  policies  to  allow  avowed 
homosexuals  to  become  mem¬ 
bers  and  hold  leadership  posi¬ 
tions,  but  following  an  outcry 
from  Scouts,  their  families, 
sponsoring  organizations,  and 
tne  American  public,  the  BSA 
board  took  additional  time  to 
review  the  policy  and  recom¬ 
mended  changing  only  the 
nipstandai  ‘

Less  than  a  month  after  the 
change  of  policy,  messengers 
to  the  SBC  annual  meeting  in 
Houston  adopted  a  resolution 
expressing  “continued  opposi¬ 
tion  to  and  disappointment  in 
the  decision  of  tne  Boy  Scouts 
of  America  to  change  its  mem¬ 
bership  policy.” 

The  resolution  said  the 
Scouts’  decision  was  "viewed 
by  many  homosexual  activists 
as  merely  the  first  step  in  the 
process  that  will  fundamentally 
change  the  BSA,”  putting  ‘the 
Scouts  at  odds  with  a  consis¬ 
tent  biblical  worldview  on  mat¬ 
ters  of  human  sexuality.”  The 
resolution  added  that  tne  deci¬ 
sion  had  “the  potential  to  com¬ 
plicate  basic  understandings 
of  male  friendships,  needlessly 
politicize  human  sexuality,  and 
heighten  sexual  tensions  with¬ 
in  tne  Boy  Scouts." 

At  the  time.  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  leaders  echoed  the  resol u- 
tions  prediction  the  Scouts 
would  eventually  drop  their 
ban  on  homosexual  leaders 
Among  the  leaders  voicing  that 
opinion  were  Steve  Lemke  of 
New  Orleans  Seminary,  Rus¬ 
sell  Moore  of  the  Ethics  &  Reli- 

fious  Liberty  Commission,  and 
loger  S.  Oldham  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  committee  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

sWe  grieve  that  the  Scouts 
have  planted  the  seed  of  their 
eventual  destruction.”  Oldham, 
vice  president  for  convention 
communications  and  relations, 
said  at  the  time.  "It  won  t  hap¬ 
pen  overnight,  but  the  course 
has  been  set."
